City's collaborative legislative agenda development process: 

• Over the past few months, OIR took departmental requests 
and met with liaisons on proposed 2020 agenda items 

• Worked with the Mayor, Council, State Legislative delegation, 
and legislative partners to develop draft 

• Mayor and Councilmembers review and edit the agenda 
through the fall, with a plan for Council passage in December 


Potential City Issues for 2020 


• Enhanced funding for homelessness services, public health, 
mental health, and addiction and other important human 
services 

• Affordable housing tools: MFTE, shelter location placement 
assistance, and tenant protections 

• Education: Early Learning 

• Environment: Low-carbon fuel standard; fuel tanks, MTCA 
funding 

• Transportation: Automated Enforcement 

• Public Safety: Gun Responsibility
